THE SOCIALIST PLATFOB3I 


What is a Socialist and what are the 


principles of Socialism? 


Perhaps few words are more roundly 


misused, or applied to greater shades of 
meaning than the word ""socialist." 


Soviet Russia reslls itself an experi- 


ment in socialism. Chile says it is em- 
barking upon a socialistic ideal Hitler, 
who is certainly a monarchist and -would 
return Wilhelm to the throne tomorrow 
if he ^could, calls his organization the 
Rational Socialist party. 


We don't know which organization may 


be Simon-pure socialism, and perhaps it 
isn't very important. But we who pass 
laws to protect a company's right to a 
irade name, should provide some means 
to prevent purposeful deception. "Those " 
who honestly possess a political philos- 
ophy are at least entitled to the right of 
truthfully presenting it. 


Wisconsin 
Socialists 
recently fol- 


lowed the generally accepted standards 
of their party in proposing a further entry 
of the government into business, finance 
and industry, including a state-owned 
bank for Wisconsin and a state-owned 
cement plant. 


The advent of the government in busi- 


ness may be treated from many differ- 
ent angles. From the time the United 
States started under the constitution in' 


- 1789 there has been a widespread and 
-, ^persistent opposition to this theory. Each 


side often presents an example. A mu- 
nicipally owned electric plant at Kau- 
kauna may be a. success, a simila^ plant 


, in Keokuk may foe^t failurer - Examples 
- are not always satisfactory because con- 
' ditions and personnel alter greatly. "The 


Socialists may 
theorize 
about 
what 


might be accomplished by a state bank, 
their opponents may answer that it was 
fortunate for Wisconsin it didn't have 
a. state bank for the Capital Times to run. 


But when we get down to fundamen- 


tals we find that the Socialists cannot 
advance any such plan without either 
confiscating property or making the peo- 
ple put up the money to buy it. The nec- 
essary funds for either a bank or a ce- 
ment plant or anything else must come 
from taxation. 


It is widely claimed that taxation 


•which compels the people to become 
stockholders in a business venture" is not 
justifiable excepting where it may be 
clearly said that the venture cannot fail, 
that is one concerned with an in- 
dispensable part of life.

Green Bay went on record as favoring 
the exemption from taxation of all farms 
and homes costing less than $5,000 for 
a period of three years. 


We wonder if anyone has figured out 


just how extensive this gesture of ben- 
evolence might become, or whether we 
wish to Inaugurate a system of prefer- 
ence, even if not very bad in itself, 
that may grov.' into a mountain. Ex- 
emptions from taxation always do grow 
greater. The property already exempted 
is 3. material reason why taxpayers are 
groaning today. 


We %vould be surprised if a great 


many townships could not be found in 
which this exemption would 
exclude 


perhaps half the property, and therefore 
double the taxes on the remaining prop- 
erty. Perhaps the exemption would go 
even further than that. It would exempt _ 
a S5.000 farm or home, free of debt, 
and increase the taxes on a $6,000 one 
heavily mortgaged. It would give as- 
sistance where none was needed and of- 
ten withhold aid where desperately re- 
quired. 


Certainly it would be serious enough 


to greatly increase taxes upon other prop- 
erties, necessitate higher rentals for du- 
plexes, apartments and business proper- 
ty, and another increase in the charges 
that business tenants must make. 


We doubt whether anything should 


be exempted from taxation, but cer- 
tainly private property held for gain, 
whether immediately salable or not, 
should not be permitted to go without 
paying a toll to the government that in- 
sures its safety and makes possible an 
eventual profit out of it. 


Under the circumstances which the 


country now faces it might be advisable 
to abolish penalties and reduce interest

GOLD EXPORTS END 


The announcement is made by Kew 


York bankers that any further drain on 
American gold reserves is not to be ex- 
pected. This movement, which for a time 
caused uneasiness in financial circles, 
has now stopped and concludes one of 
the most remarkable achievements in fi- 
nancial history—the repayment by the 
United States since 1929 of all but S700,- 
000,000 of the $3.000,000,000 of short-term 
funds invested in this country by foreign 
central banks, governments and private 
interests. 


Since the suspension of the gold stand- 


ard by Great Britain on September 21, 
1931 the withdrawal of foreign balances 
in the United States has been especially 
rapid. In many quarters, both here and 
abroad, this unprecedented movement had 
the effect of casting doubt upon the value 
of the American dollar. Yet these enor- 
mous foreign balances have been paid 
with a net loss of but 3400.000,000 from 
the monetary gold stock on hand in the

"Based on the principles, I pro- 


pose that the arms of the world 
should be reduced by nearly one- 
third. 


"Land Forces. In order to reduce 


the offensive character of all land 
forces as distinguished from their 
defensive character, I propose the 
adoption of the presentation al- 
ready made at the Geneva confer- 
ence for the abolition of all tanks, 
all chemical -warfare and all large 
mobile guns. This -would not pre- 
vent the establishment or increase 
of fixed fortifications of any char- 
acter for the defense of frontiers 
and seacoasts.

Auto Maker, Dies 


Cleveland Man Known as 


First Commercial Auto- 


mobile Manufacturer 


Cleveland—(/¥>>—One of the most 


famous men of the automotive in- 
dustry, Alexander Winion, Sr, \vbo 
was generally known as the first 
commercial manufacturer of as 
automobile, died at his home here 
last night at the age of 72. He had 


} been ill two weeks. 


Long before the world ever 


dreamed the part automobiles were 
to play in modern lire, Winton was 
building cars in a little Cleveland 
factory -and his first automobile 
was running on the streets of this 
city as early as 1SS3. 


By 1903. while the infant indus- 


try was still generally confined to 
"one-lungers," and "two-lungers," 
according to the number of cylin- 
ders, Mr. Winton had built an 
eight-cylinder racing car, which he 


entered and drove that year in the 
James Gordon Bennett cup race in 
Ireland. 


In those days, an automobile still 


looked like a demoniacal monster 
to many people, and Winton lost 
the race, he said later, because; 
someone put candles in the gasoline ! 
tank to ''keep away the deviL" 
! 


Mr. Winton accumulated a large] 


fortune in succeeding years, much! 
of which he spent in isrice and sue-; 
cessful experiments for improve- j 
ments. For many years, his Cleve-l 
land factory 
manufactured auto-' 


mobiles But suspended fhig business 
in 1924. 


Although several other inventors 


made and operated automobiles be- 
fore Mr. Winton, h'e was generally 
known as the first to manufacture 
them for sale.

bile trip ever made from Cleveland 
to ICew York, and its demoralizing

B. F. Rusy. coun- 
ty aser.:. and John H. Lilly of the 
University of "Wisconsin college of 
agriculture, said a survey showed 
conclusively a need for rigid con- 
trol of the pest. 


"Many farmers realized last sea- 


son that the hoppers did more dam- 
ace ir. a few cays on a single farm 
than the cost of purchasing poison 
for farrr.s in the entire township," 
they said. "The fact that farm 
prices are low makes it more nec- 
essary to conserve what grain and 
forage crops are grown." 


The townships hope to strike im- 


mediately because of the increased 
difficulty of killing the pests when 
they get their wiags.

type of lumber, but it must be 
put together solidly to prevent it 
warping Tinder the influence of 
Summer's rains and heat. Many 
are made of metal, but these gen- 
erally have to be 
purchased. 


Painting generally helps to pre- 
vent warping. The standard color 
for such boxes is green. 


Holes should be bored in the 


bottom of the" flower box to pro- 
vide adequate drainage. Sudden 
thunder storms bring an excessive 
fall of rain sometimes, and this 
rain, if the soil in the flower box 
is not wen drained, wfll 
result 


in the drowning of your plants. 


Before plants are set in the 


boxes, be sure that you have on 
hand 
some good 
earth. 
Good 


rich soil from the woods, if free 
from weed seed, is satisfactory for 
boxes. I£ this is not available, 
take ordinary garden soil, Tm-g it 
with leaf mould or sand to add a 
drainage medium, and add a lit- 
tle 
commercial fertilizer. Then 


you're ready to set the plants. 
First cover the holes in the 


bottom of the box with cinders. 
Then spread some old leaves over 
the cinders and on top of these 
nut your soil. Fill in the box to 
a depth about an inch from the 
top. This will be ample to pro- 
vide for any excess of water. 


How To Set Plants 


In setting plants, dig a hole 


large enough to accommodate the 
root system. Most plants for boxes 
are bought from greenhouses in 
nots. Remove these plants from 
the pots by gently tapping the 
sides" of the container and loosen- 
ing the earth gathered around 
the roots. You then can see how 
large the root system is. 


Set the plant in the hole, ffll in 


the earth around it tamping it 
down well, and then soak the 
soil with water to settle the earth 
wen around the roots. Your box 
is then finished except for water- 
ing the plants during a dry spell, 
ridding them of insects, and keep- 
ing the little soil area free of 
weeds.
